the typical single 3-beam underlift job pen-ruling 
machine lift the beams the proper moment is—as 
every ruler knows—an exacting and often exasper- 
ating task. the minutes spent are not properly 
computed, the ruler giving that much time gratis. And 
time all sells. 

The primary studies ruling operations, their time 
and cost, were covered the August issue. This month, 
using additional material supplied Richard Shoe- 
maker (Shoemaker Co., N.Y.C.), recognized 


one the outstanding ruling authorities the country, 
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proceed the study the more difficult operations, 
such the setting strikes, heavy patterns, and varia- 
tions running time certain types stock. 


the basic operations 


any these operations, certain essentials 
reviewed the first article still apply. Since the tables 
and time studies contained that article are basic, 
they are repeated here condensed form for easy 
reference and filing. 

Assume have been given run 30,000 sheets, 
deep 14” wide, ruled heavy down-line 
pattern, 17” 28” ledger. Let apply the 
tables compute the time needed complete the job. 
(From this, turn, will determined the price.) 
Besides using the basic tables, apply the accompany- 
ing studies made the heavy pattern and strikes. 
the down-line way that the strikes and heavy pattern 
are first encountered, although they occasionally occur 
the faint-way pattern, usually blind strikes 
mitred corners. 

The copy, let say, contains head, foot, and guide 
lines ruled the faint way. Since the sheet 
faint-way ruled deep, there are these lines. 
minute per point, setting time amounts minutes. 
addition, there are faint lines each sheet, 
all. These are set bars, each points charged 
minute, adding minutes more. There are colors— 
red, blue, and faint (light) blue—computed minutes 
each, all. Hence the total faint-way setting 
time minutes. 

There are total down lines the copy, 
each sheet (set wide) along the 28” dimension. 
half-minute per point, total minutes 
required. The unit lines are set bars, each 
points, minute, for total minutes. 
Again, colors, minutes each, contribute another 

minutes. 


figuring strikes 
Now come the strikes. The striking adjust- 
ments ruling involve several time-consuming opera- 
tions. The setting just one strike position may re- 
quire the manipulation many cams. And just 
two leaves are exactly alike, neither any 
pen-points have exactly the same face and spring ten- 
sion. The time spent adjusting these points the 
beam, that they strike exactly the same fraction 
second, soon mounts up. Hence Shoemaker esti- 
mates that average minutes each strike, each 
beam, required. 

Since this hypothetical job, there are strikes 
each sheet, and the machine set for deep, there will 
strikes all. Hence minutes 
will added the setting time. The total setting time 
computed this point 140 minutes, 
which Shoemaker adds the differential, resulting 
total setting time 146 minutes. 

far, good. But the running time that 
the extra cost the heavy down-line pattern calcu- 
lated. The care needed watching the color and strike 
the many lines, makes necessary charge pen- 
alty the first reams run, and omit the credit 
usually given for runs over reams. Referring 
again the running-time table, and applying the credits 
and penalties mentioned therein, the following schedule 
running time secured:

15%, 156 minutes; 
All told, running time 480 minutes, 
and total setting and running time 626 minutes. 
The latter, multiplied the operating cost per minute, 
gives you the cost producing the job. And don’t 
forget add the percentage for profit! 


onionskin and index 


ARE FREQUENTLY called upon produce 
ruled forms onionskin paper index. Since both 
these require careful watching feeding, avoid 
wrinkling catching, Shoemaker recommends that 
penalty 30% running time added for onionskin, 
and 20% for index. Inasmuch the penalty covers this 
extra run, the differential not added the 
running time this instance, nor the reduction 
allowed for all over reams. 

Since mitred corners and blind strikes are both addi- 
tional time-consuming setting and running operations, 
penalty 15% added the first-way setting and 
running time and reduction allowed for the 11th 
and subsequent reams runs over reams. 

The ruler, clear, need only apply the accom- 
panying tables and schedules, multiply his estimated 
unit cost, and add the desired profit order compute 
any ruling job successfully and profitably.

every once while “the job hundred” turns up. 
When does, the lights burn late and brains grow fever- 
ish seeking solution. 

“Everything for the Party,” which Haddon Craftsmen 
recently manufactured its Camden plant for Macrae 
Smith Co., was just such job. But simply substitut- 
ing extra perforating operation, Daniel Bradley, 
Haddon’s production manager, converted what would 
have otherwise proved expensive and difficult series 
special operations the normal production routine.

Even could have been done, there would still 
difficulty casing-in and building-in. the first in- 
stance there would base against which paste-off 
part the back and paper. Again, building-in there 
would unequal pressure, which would probably result 
cracking the back covers all the books, and possibly 
unsetting the entire stack. 

With all these nightmares staring them the face, 
Bradley didn’t give up. Conferring with John Esak, the

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Single-head models 


THE BASIC TYPES 
wire stitchers, the single-head machine may termed 
the rifle the bindery’s armament. more com- 
monly used and more prolific output, being employed 
for the production more varied types stitching 
than either both its companion types, which may 
considered the heavy artillery. 

half-dozen manufacturers turn out about many 
basic models single-head machines, capable mostly 
stitching work from sheets thickness. Each 
these models has its limitations the greatest thick- 
ness work which will handle, and these are, re- 
spectively 14”, and 1”, which generally the 
maximum for ordinary pamphlet work. One manufac- 
turer produces large units capable work 114” 
and capacity respectively. addition, for special 
purposes, there are machines which range high 
capacity. 

The important question is: what types work will 
each these machines handle? The smaller machines 
are excellent for runs from the minimum sheets 
paper card, folders booklets several hun- 
dred pages (provided they are not printed unusually 
hard tough stock), always keeping mind the 
specified limits the machine. The larger size ma- 
chines may used successfully checkbooks, medium 
thick paper-bound books, wallpaper sample books, etc. 

Or, the range work binder accustomed 
receive varies great deal thickness, should con- 
sider the machine which best covers this range, one 
more extra machines handle the particular thick- 
nesses which are the majority. attempt should 
made force through any machine, work greater 
thickness than supposed handle. (Generally 
speaking, the size the wire should increased 
proportion the thickness the work. Whatever the 
thickness the wire should chosen accordingly, and 
formers and drivers correct for that size wire.) Actually 
the variety work that can done any machine 
stretches far beyond the strictly bookbinding horizon 
into such related fields sample cards, the stitching 
small merchandise display cards, 
flowers.

the major manufacturers vary little 
their physical appearance from the standpoint 
base, power supply, transmission, etc. But the actual 
feeding, cutting off, and forming the wire, well 
the methods adjustment, there are wide differences. 
Because these differences are usually peculiar the 
entire line made each manufacturer, they are re- 
viewed brand brand. For comparison the claimed 
performance speeds and work limitations each ma- 
chine, see the accompanying table.

Boston’s No. will perform heavy saddle and 
medium flatwork and was designed chiefly for high- 
speed salesbook production. changing the motor 
pulley, however, its speed may decreased for ordi- 
nary bindery work. No. was designed for stitching 
continuous business forms, and its head and saddle are 
mounted right angles the conventional models, 
permit steady flow work through the machine. 


stitcher variations 


One way which Morrison

NUMEROUS the manufacturers provide 
almost identically the same features. Adjustable work 
tables, hardened steel clinching parts, adjustable cutters, 
wire straighteners, and tension devices, adjustable work 
gauges and simplified adjustments are common virtu- 
ally every model. Care lubrication recommended 
each manufacturer, and extreme caution urged 
see that the oil does not run down into the clinching 
mechanism, where can mark the work, become 
gummy with bits paper wire remaining that 
point. Care removing this deposit also stressed. 


The wide-crown staple usually recommended for 
the weaker coated and m.f. papers, especially when the 
stock folded against the grain, because the greater 
contact the clinched legs the staple with the inner 


4-page section saddle-stitched job. This section, 
usually subject the greatest strain, the most likely 
tear out. addition the wide crown presents 
greater holding surface the outside edge, and makes 
this section less likely rip away from the others.

and the establishment priorities for many essential 
materials, the BMI Research Division, 
been confronted with the problem finding and sug- 
gesting possible substitutes for many the materials 
used printing and binding books. The problem 
securing suitable substitutes will assume greater impor- 
tance the months ahead restrictions are placed 
some materials and the production others perhaps 
stopped entirely. 

Testing samples bookbinding materials im- 
portant phase the work done for members the 
Institute each year. some instances the tests were 
general value since producers desirous supplying 
the book manufacturing industry furnished samples for 
testing determine compliance with the requirements 
the commercial standards developed and used the 
industry. 

Several members the Institute have established 
specifications for the items they purchase, and make 
practice having deliveries checked against the pur- 
chase requirements. With the adoption minimum 
manufacturing standards and specifications for text- 
books nine states, vitally important that the 
materials used those textbooks comply with the new 
specifications. With eye the future, when the 
textbook certification plan begins operate, likely 
that miscellaneous testing this type will increase. 

The requests for information received during the 
year were more numerous and covered wider variety 
subjects than any previous year. They came from 
30% the Institute’s membership and from firms and 
organizations with whom cooperate. Such collabora- 
tion extremely helpful since serves basis for 
the exchange information. 

illustration the diversified activities the 
Research Division, mention should made the 
services rendered the General Counsel the Institute 
securing information and statistics from various 
governmental departments. The Research Associate also 
has cooperated with the Technical Director and Assist- 
ant Technical Director the Government Printing 
Office preparing Technical Bulletin the subject 
Flexible Glues.

testing textbooks 


THE LAST ANNUAL REPORT, mention was made 
states which have adopted the Official Minimum 
Manufacturing Standards and Specifications for Text- 
books. According provision these specifications, 
state educational authorities may, under certain condi- 
tions, request the testing materials used the 
facture textbook and certification the Research 
Division the BMI compliance with the specified 
requirements. 

Since that report was made, states have asked for 
the examination certain titles under conditions which 
did not comply with the procedure set for certifica- 
tion textbooks manufactured under the Official Speci- 
fications; namely, submitting bound books instead 
samples materials going into the manufacture 
such books. Regardless their failure comply with 
essential and really necessary requirements, the tests 
were nevertheless made service value the 
states. 

The tests were desired, one instance, because 
the failure different titles withstand actual serv- 
ice. examination disclosed that the particular titles 
had been manufactured and actual use, most in- 
stances, prior the adoption the state question 
the Official Specifications. Tests further disclosed 
that the cover fabrics used were the group classi- 
fication. The adoption the standard specifications 
the State made effective the provision that books similar 
those tested should the future bound with group 
fabrics. 

The other request for examination textbooks 
involved the testing different titles, some which 
are still under test. 


pyroxylin holds strength 


FABRICS were first 
factured 1931, and have since been used consid- 
erable extent the book manufacturing industry 
cause their water- and vermin-resisting qualities. The 
principal ingredient used the compositions applied 
cotton fabrics produce the impregnated fabrics, and 
give them the properties mentioned, pyroxylin, 
nitrocellulose compound. The tendency nitrocellulose 
deteriorate slowly with age well known, and many 
have the opinion that this tendency will time affect 
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the strength the cotton fabrics. now have some 
interesting information this subject. 

1934, while extensive tests were being run the 
different brands pyroxylin-impregnated fabrics then 
the market, samples the tested fabrics were laid 
away for future examination. During the past year 
the original samples, representing the products 
different manufacturers, were retested for breaking 
strength. comparison the current test results with 
those obtained years ago developed several facts. 

the warp direction the fabrics retested, 32% 
the samples showed change less breaking 
from the original tests. The comparable figure 
for the filling direction the fabric was 36%. When 
change 10% less from the original breaking 
strength was taken the basis for comparison, was 
noted that 2/3 the samples retested came within that 
limitation. These figures indicate that over 7-year 
period drastic deterioration 
the pyroxylin-impregnated fabrics. 


interest also note that the samples re- 
tested, approximately 60% showed increase break- 
ing-strength over the original tests. This increase 
due mainly change flexibility the part the 
pyroxylin composition, whereby the plasticizer lost part 
all its softening action. 

During the past year the Government Printing 
was confronted with the problem applying strip 
fabric quickly and efficiently the backs several 
hundred thousand manuals. The problem was success- 
fully solved adapting the process Brackett strip- 
ping the speed gathering, stitching, and covering 
machine. The procedure was perfected the extent 
that signatures were gathered, wire-stitched, and strip- 
ped with fabric one continuous operation. assisted 
the experimental work the extent providing 
glue formula which possessed the necessary 
ness and quickness setting—very important factors 
the success the operation.

BOOKS BOUND BINDERS BOARD ARE BOUND LAST 
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CERTAIN WASHINGTON BOOK- 
binder believed that his time was more valuable watching 
the office and plant production than “beating the pavements” 
for the shop which founded years ago one-man 
affair. The result has been one the most effective and 
prolific promotional campaigns ever staged bindery. 

Typical William Norwitz’s genius for effective publicity 
the letterhead his firm, William Norwitz Co. Across 
the top, punctuated with appropriate stars and featuring the 
UTA symbol, are paraded the various services offered the 
plant: Wire-O binding, bookbinding, pamphlet binding, paper 
ruling, machine folding, loose-leaf devices, punching, round 
cornering, perforating, machine sewing, wire stitching, and 
eyeletting. These are not uncommon services, but Norwitz 
never loses opportunity advertise them. 

Norwitz opened his plant May 1932, the depths 
the depression. Today the bindery the second largest 
Washington, Still the same address, has, never- 
theless, enlarged the establishment successive times. Be- 
cause extremely busy, with little time for customer 
solicitation, Norwitz lets his mailing pieces the job for 
him. Each piece planned printer-customer and him- 
self, and each produced different shop. 

“If mailing brings only one good new account, has 
been Norwitz declared. “Of course there are occa- 
sional the self-mailer announcing 
service, sent institutions and libraries—but most them 
have more than paid for their production cost.” 


Tue most all was Wire-O bound booklet 
illustrating various styles punching and ruling, besides 
listing the plant’s full services (see photo below). 

The name number each the different punches 
printed beside the sample facilitate telephone orders. After 
months still producing requests for more copies. This 
booklet, the third sample punch card issued Nor- 
witz, yielded splendid returns orders. 


The firm’s most expensive publicity, special announce- 
ment the installation Wire-O binding, was sent not only 
the trade but advertising agencies and large advertis- 
ers. The promotion was enclosed envelope matching 
stock, and utilized appealing line drawing pup with 
Wire-O bound pad his mouth. The envelope bore 
other inscription, and promptly aroused curiosity what 
Wire-O was and who had anything with it. 

Repeated the enclosure itself, the pup’s forepaw directed’ 
the eye immediately the message “Why Selected 
Wire-O” and led the prospect through the text the “piéce 
résistance” the mailing.

After foreword which 
outlines the Hobson’s choice with which believes American 
industry confronted, and the aftermath that choice, 
Warren elucidates what believes the situation be, with 
such statements these: 

“There substantial evidence that the actual current 
requirements the users book paper can now equal the 
production capacities the industry.” 

“There has been small increase the actual consumption 
coated and uncoated book papers.” 

“It evident that the abnormal demand for book 
paper the past months has largely been artificial de- 
mand induced fear shortages” [italics ours—Ed.]. 

“Speculative discussions possible shortages that may 
caused defense activities, have created misunderstandings 
about the availability printing papers and materials for 
making them. Rumors have confused facts and speculation.” 

“As inventories bright pulp are consumed, and new 
pulps come into use, the brightness paper will decline 
degrees. probable that the decline will begin Novem- 
ber 1941.” 

conclusion the report, before proceeding into review 
Warren policy, sums saying that possible there 
will shortage pulps 1942, yet modifies with the 
comment that this only speculative possibility, not fact.
